When  this  letter  was  dictated  to 
me,  I  had  it  transcribed  by  a  clerk  and  together  with 
a  copy  of  (B)  mentioned  in  the  above,  which  was 
completed  in  October  of  the  previous  year,  it  was  handed 
over  to  Lieut enant-Goneral  Heisuke  YANAGAWA,  Vice- 
Minister  of  War,  who,  as  on  emissary  of  War  Minister 
ARAKI  presented  them  to  Prenior  SAITO.  I  further 
certify  that  theso  are  tho  true  copies  of  the  above- 
mentioned  documents  and  that  I  have  kept  them  in  my  hands 
since  then  until  today.

It  is  a  ratter  of  urgenoy  at  present  to  inspire  the

In  order  to  attain  this  Oiioou  we 
should,  according  to  tho  Iriporia]  prorogaaivo  provided 
for  in  Art icl  XVI  of  the  Constitution,  petition  the 
Hip&ror  for  a  general  cmnesty  for  various  political 
criminals  and  other  offender  in  connection  with  them, 
which  ought  to  be  properly  restricted  to  a  certain  limit 
in  compliance  with  His  Majesty’s  most  benign  will,  and  with 
due  consideration  of  offences  committed,  thoir 
respective  characters  and  thoir  future  activities, 
regardless  of  their  past  whether  they  belongod  to  the  right 
wing  or  to  the  left.  And  at  the  same  time,  by  petitioning 
tho  Emperor  to  issue  an  Imperial  rescript,  wo  must  unity 
public  fooling  in  tho  solo  cause  of  assistance  of  the 
Imperial  scheme  and  thus  put  tho  people’s  mind  at  rest, 
moreover  wo  should  load  tho  people,  and  together,  devote 
ourselves  to  the  cause  of  assistance  and  loyalty,  and  hereby 
pave  the  way  to  national  revival  and  prosperity. 

This  article  is  to  be  put  into  operation  first  of  all 
as  tho  fundamental  principle  for  tho  enforcement  of  our 
national  polioy.  By  such  means  wo  oan  awaktn  the  whole 
national  from  tho  gloomy  atmosphore,  in  which  our  people 
indulged  in  coventionalisn  and  were  unable  to  effect 
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any  innovation,  holding  on  to  selfishness  and  oliquism 
throughout  their  respective  classes.  Thus,  in  consequonoe, 
wo  oan  effect  a  revival  of  publio  feeling  and  make  a 
clean  sweep  of  all  the  past  grievances,  whoreby  the 
people  world  bo  mado  conscious  of  the  keynote  upon  whioh 
State  affairs  should  be  conducted. 

I  fully  admit  that  it  is  with  great  trepidation  that 
wo  humbly  potition  the  Emporor  to  exercise  the  Imporial 
prerogative.  However,  judging  from  the  origin  of  our 
national  structure,  wo  deem  this  the  solo  and  unique  way 
to  reveal  the  truth,  good  and  beauty  of  our  national 
character  by  which  wo  are  enabled  to  save  the  situation 
and  display  our  national  virtue. 

2,  Emergency  Poliolos. 

The  coming  throw  years  or  so  shall  be  the  first 
term  of  urgency  and  importance.  In  this  term  we  must 
establish  national  policies,  adaptable  to  oircunstanoos 
at  home  and  abroad,  upon  inspiring  the  morel  rense  of  our 
Empire,  and  then  put  in  practice  various  in3tititions 
urgent  and  necessary  to  the  ocoasion.  Administration  of 
diverse  affairs  should  be  conducted  and  ruled  along  the 
linos  of  this  polioy,  and  readjustment  of  urgont  State 
affairs  should  be  achieved  with  promptitude,  while 
comprehensive  regulation  is  required  ingoneral  administra¬ 
tion. 

In  order  to  attain  this  effect,  the  genoral 
principles  demanding  promt  enforcement  ere  es  follows: 

A.  Spiritual  Restoration 

In  obodionco  to  the  Imperial  order,  wo  urge  the  people 
to  put  it  in  to  daily  practice.  .  We  also  enoourage  theie 
positive  display  of  good  morals  and  manners  agreeable  to 
our  national  condition,  and  especially  with  the  cultivation 
of  tho  character  of  statesmanship  as  well  as  of  tho 
virtues  of  countosy  and  faith,  wo  must  culturto  not  only 
the  fullness  of  our  national  pov/er  tut  also  av/o  and 
rospect  of  other  nations. 

B.  International  Policies 

B  y  Judging  tho  international  situation,  we  shall 
determine  our  policies  towards  tho  political. situation 
in  the  world,  among  whioh  especially  those  towards  Soviet 
Russia,  U.S.A.  and  China  are  ranking.  For  this  purpose 
the  following  must  bo  decided  upon,  while  preparations 
must  be  mode  for  the  invitation,  at  a  suitable 
opportunity,  of  a  Peace  Conferrenco  among  powers  to 
establish  a  basis  for  pecco  in  East  Asia  and  the  Pacific.

a.  Our  policy  towards  Soviet  Russia  mainly  in  respect 
of  tho  international  relations  in  thought. 

b.  Our  policius  towards  China,  U.S.A.  and  the  League  of 
Nations  mainly  in  rospect  of  The  lbnohurian  Problems. 

o.  Our  policies  towards  Groat  Britain  and  U.S.A.  mainly 
in  rospect  of  tho  London  Disarmament  Conferronco, 

d.  Our  policies  towards  Groat  Britain,  U.S.A.  and  China 
mainly  in  rospoct  of  the  international  economic 
relation. 

C.  Home  Policies. 

Based  upon  tho  roquirod  poliolos  to  cope  with  the 
above-montioned  situations  both  at  homo  and  abroad, 
and  in  order  that  v/e  may  accord  with  thorn,  both  spiritually 
and  natorinally,  wo  must  carry  out  necessary 
innovations  and  reforms  to  effoot  the  rosulations  of 
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central  and  local  administrations  as  well  as  *° 
tho  prosperity  of  our  rural  communities  and  to  otabilize 
our  niddle-olass,  all  of  which  are  partly  the  ^ost  urgent 
steps,  to  say  nothing  of  general  reforms  in  politics, 
economics,  finance,  education  end  ormanont.  T“us* 
taking  such  steps,  we  should  ostablish  tho  basis  for 
general  national  spiritual  mobilization  and  encourage  its 

^  have  given  in  the  foregoing  only  an  outline  of  my 

suggested  emergency  policies.  It  is  ro^uostod  that  the 
competent  branohes  of  government  authorities  should  lay 
down  their  practical  plans  in  conformity  with  the  above, 
and  those  of  importance  should  be  passed  by  Cabinot 
ohannols,  while  those  of  less  importance  should  be  •  * 
enforood  forthwith. 
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
